In a perverse way, the success of the Soc- 


ceroos may be killing off world series soccer... 


It’s always been regrettable but true that spectators flock to 
see visiting team rather than the Socceroos pitted against them. 

Visiting teams like Juventus, Manchester United, Nottingham 
Forest, Tottenham Hotspur, Rangers and England, and players 
like Ardiles, Rossi, Boniek, Clemence, Francis and Tardelli are 
like mystical lures to Europeans cut off from the “‘super soccer” 
they saw back home. 

But the legends die quickly. Absence makes the heart grow 
fonder, and so it is with soccer expatriates. 


Finally the team they have 


worshipped, the memories 
they have cherished for so 
long, confront them once 


more. Nothing is the way they 
had imagined. 


The visitors are mere mor- 


tals. They struggle against 
these upstart Australians, who 
were beaten so easily a decade 
or more earlier. 


Why can’t a Juventus or a 
Manchester United score five 
or six goals, the way they used 
to, so that the expatriate can 
revel in his national pride, go 
home and live it up -ith his 
fellows? 

Those davs are over. Like 
Frap’ Arok always says, over- 
seas players have two arms, 
two legs and a head just like 
ours do. There is not that much 
difference any more. 

Soccer has become a physic- 
al contest. Superior skills can 
be used to advantage only if 
the opponents allaw you to. 
Australia allows no-one to do 
anything. Not without a hell of 
a fight. 

The Melbourne fans turned 
up — 20,060 of them — to 
watch the first double-header 
at the MCG last Wednesday 
week. OK, they saw what was 
on offer. When it was cold and 
rainy last Sunday, they may 
have figured — so what else is 
new? In addition, neither Udi- 
nese nor Spurs — the two 
teams that command support 
here — had reached the final. 

Tournament promoter Peter 
Sheean was disappointed, but 
he said that the July-August 
tournament between AEK 
Athens, Red Star Belgrade, 
Australia and perhaps Torino, 
PSV Eindhoven and Celtic, 
would go ahead. 

What’s more, he said, the 
ASF had been given FIFA per- 
mission to run an international 
“Gold Cup’? tournament in 
1987/88, to be contested prefer- 
ably by former World Cup win- 
ners, or other national teams. 

Sheean believes the failure 
of this series proved that the 
Australian public wants to see 
only Greek, Yugoslav and 
perhaps Italian teams.

Although victory in the 
international series was 
the Socceroos’ greatest 
triumph since qualifying 
for the 1974 World Cup, eu- 
phoria must be tempered 
with caution. 

The point of the exercise is 
to reach the World Cup finals 
in Mexico next year and to do 
so, Australia has to beat either 
Scotland, Wales or Spain in a 
home and away play-off. 

Australia never has beaten a 
national team of that calibre. 

Socceroo coach Frank Arok 
said after the victory over 
Vasco Da Gama in the final of 
the international series last 
Sunday: 

“We must be realistic. If we 
played Tottenham Hotspur or 
one of the other teams in this 
series 10 times, we would win 
maybe twice, and draw once. 
They are 75 per cent better 
than us, but maybe, by the 
time these teams realise it, it 
is too late. When teams come 
here and pay us proper re- 
spect, we might be in big 
trouble!”’ 

Much as been achieved, 
however. The team fought 
fiercely in every game of the 
series, it has shown extra- 
ordinary confidence, Arok has 
double cover for every position 
on the field and there is yet an- 
other international series in 
July-august in which to im- 
prove the team further. 

Most of all, Arok scored an 
overwhelming victory over 
those who have criticised him, 
especially these who said he 
wasn’t even close to having a 
World Cup line-up. 

The fact is that, with John 
Kosmina back in top form, 
Arok last Sunday fielded no 
less than eight of thé players 
who competed against Eng- 
land in 1983, in the first series 
over which Arok had control. 
They are: Terry Greedy, 
Charlie Yankos, David Rat- 
cliffe, Steve O’Connor, 
Graham Jennings, Joe Wat- 
son, John Kosmina and Ken 

Murphy. 

Marshall Soper and Oscar 
Crino were added during last 
year’s world series, and Zarko 
Odzakov was added for this 
year’s tournament, 

Alan Davidson and David 
Mitchell, who both were in the 
team against England in 1983, 
will return for the World Cup 
games Starting in September. 
Davidson, in fact, was a 
member of the squad this 
time, although unable to play 
because of injury. 

In other words, those 
players alone give us a hard- 
core squad of 13, with Jim 
Patikas, Robbie Dunn, Frank 
Farina, Mike Petersen, Rod

In addition, there are those 
from the larger Socceroo 
squad who were omitted when 
it was reduced — Tony Pezza- 
no, Tony Franken, Ian Gray, 
John O’Shea, Mike O’Shea, 
Bruno Vidaic, Peter Ras- 
kopoulos, Chris Kalantzis, 
Wally Savor, Phil O’Connor, 
Tommy McCulloch who was 
injured, and Alex Robertson 
who withdrew. 

In other words, 20 players 
are vying for nine positions as 
reserves, assuming Arok is 
aiming at a 22-man World Cup 
squad. 

When Davidson returns to 
the right back position, the 
most logical World Cup line- 
up, will be: Greedy — Yankos 
— Davidson, S. O’Connor, Rat- 
cliffe, Jennings — QOdzakov, 
Crino, Murphy — Kosmina and 
Soper, with Mitchell set to re- 
place either Kosmina or Soper 
depending on form or injuries, 
and Patikas and McCulloch 
first reserves for a midfield 


position. 
Olver is the alternative to 
Greedy, Honeyman — al- 


though he hasn’t played yet — 
would be Yankos’s understudy 
as sweeper; Dunn is an al- 
ternative stopper. We’re miss- 
ing a back-stop left back, but 
Mike Petersen could do that 
job easily. 

Asked what had been 
learned from the international 
series, Arok said: “To be pa- 
tient, to provoke the opposition 
to come out and to exploit any 
space created behind the full 
backs. Our first goal was like 
tha. We played a good, deep 
pass which paid Vasco back 
for what they did to us in Syd- 
ney. 

“I was a bit worried though 
that we couldn't penetrate. We 
needed to speed up the play in 
the middle and that’s what we 
did by introducing Rod Brown 
and Jim Partikas. 

“Now we've got something 
to build on. The players can 
trust each other and the 
system they play. 

“In all honesty, we never 
were worried so much about 
the prizemoney because our 
target is Mexico and we have 
dared to dream about that. 

“Maybe I’m psychic but I 
predicted the last two results. 

“Of course, I was dis- 
appointed in the small crowd 
because we’ve had such good 
support in Melbourne in the 
past. Melbourne has been our 
home town, really. Sydney is 
only interested when there is 
something like the World Cup 
at stake. We’ve got to break 
that down somehow.”” 

Clutching his winner’s 
medal, with its green and gold 
ribbon, Arok said: ‘This piece 
of metal is the most important 
thing in my life. And look how 
arrogant we are — we put only 
green and gold on it.” 

Before the series started, 
Arok had announced the Soc- 
ceroo players would get 58 per 
cent of any prize money they 
won. Their share of the $100,- 
000 first prize therefore, would 
be abut $2900 each, bur ASF 
president Sir Arthur George 


said that they would only get 
part of their share in cash and 
the rest would be put into a 
pool to encourage them to win 
the Oceania qualifying tourna- 
ment against Israel, New Zea- 
land and Taiwan and then qual- 
ify for the World Cup finals. 

John Kosmina was Austra- 
lia’s hero at the MCG, scoring 
both goals as he continued to 
shake off the poor form that 
haunted him for so long not 
only in the national team, but 
also at Sydney Hakoah. 

Charlie Yankos maintained 
his immaculate form in 
defence, Terry Greedy was 
sound in goal and Zarko Odza- 
kov adhered conscientiously te 
his task as right midfielder- 
cum-full back. 

Vasco Da Gama left bril- 
liant international Geovani on 
the bench until just after half 
time and its total commitment 
and tough tackling left no 
doubt about the team’s deter- 
mination to win this match, 
and the prizemoney. 

Nene and Ivan were towers 
of strength in defence, Vitor 
ran the midfield with help 
from Gilberto, and wingers 
Mauricinho and Romulo were 
of constant concern to the Aus- 
tralian back line. 

Spurs coach Peter Shreeves 
and Udinese boss Luis Vinizio 
both had predicted a Vasco Da 
Gama victory and they would 
have been exchanging knowing 
glances in the fifth minute, 
when Mauricinho volicyed nar- 
rowly past the post after a 
first-time pass from Roberto 
Dinamite. 

The Brazilians clearly had 
more skill than the Austral- 
ians. Their ball control was 
second nature to them, so it 
was up to the Australians to 
deny them spsce in which to 


play. 

But Australia did more than 
that, 

In the 10th minute, for 
example, the Australians had 
Vasco back-pedalling as Kos- 
mina played the ball square to 
Odzakoy on the right. Odzakov 
intelligently won a corner, 
which Watson took short but 
Odzakov’s shot in the middle 
was charged down. Watson got 
the ball back but his asdvance 
towards the penalty area was 
halted by a hefty shirt-front by 
Ivan. Watson went far-post 
with the cross, but it just 
eluded Ratcliffe. 

Goalkeeper Acacio com- 
plained bitterly to referee 
Chris Bambridge in the 17th 
minute, claiming Kosmina had 
elbowed Nene. Seconds later, 
Crino fouled Nene and, in ret- 
ribution, Vitor chopped Crino. 
Bambridge had to chase Vitor 
quite a distance before he 
could show the yellow card, 
as other players remonstrated 
theatrically. 

The Vasco Da Gama players 
appeared to be carried away 
with the very reputation Brazi- 
lians have of being able to 
score with free kicks. Vitor for 
example, went straight for 


goal irom no less than 30 
metres in the 30th minute and 
Romulo blasted away regard- 
less of the distance. 


Australia’s opening goal 
also followed a long ball, but 
this well-struck one, from Rat- 
cliffe, was aimed at Kosmina 
who soared above two oppo- 
ments and headed past Acacio 
in the 31st minute. 


As if to show that Brazilians 
don’t have a. mortgage on skill, 
Crino, while lying on the 
ground near the touchline, got 
the ball between both feet, 
flicked it up and, in the same 
moment, volleyed it upfield. 


Australia’s lead, however, 
lasted only five minutes. 
Romulo, who was playing very 
well indeed on the left wing 
(why did Vasco keep taking 
him off in the series?) shot 
from an angle across goalkee- 
per Greedy, and the ball 
bounced in off the far post. 


Fouls were being committed 
by just about everyone. When 
Kosmina was brought down by 
Nene, he bounced the ball on 
Nene’s head in disgust. Refer- 
ee Bambridge however, took it 
all in his stride. His was the 
best performance of the 23 on 
the pitch. 


Odzakov came _ bursting 
through from the right in the 
60th minute, but Soper stayed 
in his way and cut off his path 
into the area. Odzakov, in an- 
other attack, sold Ivan the 
dummy and then lobbed in a 
cross which Soper, at full 
stretch, missed narrowly. 


At the other end, a cross 
from Ivan was dipping menac- 
ingly but Greedy flicked it 
over the crossbar. 


Patikas came on for Watson 
after Geovani had replaced 
Claudio Jose. Patikas’s first 
contribution was a pass to Kos- 
mina who lobbed it in for Crino 
running into the six-yard box. 
Acacio was coming out at him, 
forcing Crino to lob on the vol- 
ley, just over the bar. They 
collided and Acacio needed 
treatment. 

After Rod Brown had re- 
placed Murphy, Australia had 
four recognised strikers on the 
field, 

With 12 minutes to go, Odza- 
kov beat the defensive wall 
with a free kick, but Acacio 
dived to his left and deflected 
it past for a corner. 

Odzakov still was holding 
his head in despair as Mau- 
ricinho threatened to bury 
Australia in a dazzling break- 
away run. As he cut inside 
however, he was chopped 
down mercilessly by Graham 
Jennings who was shown the 
yellow card. 

Similarly, Nene held back 
Soper who had beaten him, and 
also was shown the card. 

Kosmina started and ended 
the move that gave Australia 
its winning goal. First, he 
played the ball down the left 
for Brown to chase. Brown 
needed every bit of his speed 
to reach the ball near the 
corner flag, from where he cut 
it back to Kosmina. The Aus- 
tralian skipper, playing his 
80th match in the green and 
gold, sidestepped Vitor and 
curled a brilliant shot past 
Acacio, just inside the far 
post.

It was 18 years age, at Olympic Park in Mel- 
beurne, that Duncan Cummings, 17, of Mel- 
bourne-Hungaria scored Australia’s goal in a 
1-8 victory over China with his first kick in the 
green and gold, after replacing Mike Micevski 
in the 60th minute of play. 

Mike Petersen, 20, of Brunswick Juventus, emu- 
lated Cummings’ feat at Football Park last Wednes- 
day. He made his Socceroo debut as a 78th-minute 
Substitute for Oscar Crino and four minutes later 
scored the goal that gave Australia its 2-1 victory and 
sent it into the final against Vasco Da Gama. 

Petersen’s appearance gave us the first father-son 
Socceroo combination. His father, Hans, who played 
for George Cross, Wilhelmina and Hakoah as a for- 
ward, represented Australia against Hearts of Mid- 
lothian in 1959. 

Credit for Mike Petersen’s presence in the national 
squad goes to John Margaritis who recommended him 
to Frank Arok. Margaritis, coach of Brunswick-J u- 
ventus, is Arok’s Victorian-based assistant. 

The victory over Udinese strengthened Arok’s repu- 
tation as the most audacious, daring and flexible 
national coach Australia has had. 

Those who have been criticising him since he was 
appointed for the three-match series against England 
in 1983 now are eating their words. 

Whereas Australia used to play a defence and 
counter-attack game against top-class tourists, 
Arok’s team now forces the opposition to play that 
way. No wild clearances up the field. The buildups are 
thoughtful and skilful. Possession is maintained. 
Arok has given himself many options to the five-man 
detence with which he started against England. He 
confronted Spurs with two stoppers and a sweeper, 
plus two full backs, but against Vasco Da Gama he 
added another midfielder at the expense of a centre 
back, and against Udinese he sacrificed right back 
Gerry Gomez in order to use another midfielder.

Australia had to win in Adelaide in order to qualify 
for the final so, when Udinese made the score i-l, 
Arok reacted with the bravado we have come to 
expect from him and from his assistant, Eddie Thom- 
son. He took off midfielders Joe Watson and Ken 
Murphy and replaced them with goalscoring forwards 
Jim Patikas who went to the right flank, and Rod 
Brown who went to the left. 

Sensing that Crino — who had scored the first goal 
as part of a first-class performance — was starting to 
tire, Atok replaced him as well, sending on Petersen. 

Australia then threw caution to the wind and easily 
could have been buried without trace in one of Udine- 
se’s breathtaking breaks, but the Socceroos survived, 
through a combination a good luck and the reflexes of 
goalkeeper Jeff Olver, until Petersen snatched the 
winning goal, controlling a cross from John Kosmina 
before beating goalkeeper Fabio Brini. 

It was the 27th match under Arok for Australia’s A 
team. Of these, the team won eight, drew seven, lost 
12 and scored 33 goals to 38. The home record looks 
better, though: five wins, six draws, four losses, goals 
18:17. The only losses at home under Arok have been 
against England, Juventus, Iraklis and Vasco Da 
Gama. 

The greatest achievement of the Arok era — and 
let’s give credit also to Thomson and Margaritis — is 
that the players have been made to believe in them- 
selves. No longer do they see themselves as under- 
dogs trying to avoid defeat. Rather, they are proud 
men with no thoughts of inferiority. Their concern is 
with winning.

is the spate of losses on their world tour late last year. 
1t should not, however, be seen as proof that the Soc- 
ceroos are no good away from home, Rather, it serves 
as a lesson to avoid such hectic travel itineraries. In 
the World Cup there will be much more time to ac- 
climatise overseas. 

The overriding consideration:in assessing the Soc- 
ceroos’ achievements must be the quality of the 
players themselves. With Zarko Odzakov and Oscar 
Crino showing the way, the Socceroos of Arok are 
starting to approach the quality of Rale Rasic’s team 
which reached the 1974 World Cup finals. 


Odzakov was the man of the match against Udinese, 
He and Crino showed as much, if not more, general 
football ability than any of the Italians. Ironically, Od- 
zakov had not figured in Arok’s original game plan, 
for he had announced that if it turned out that Aust- 
ralia had to win to reach the final, he would prefer 
Jim Patikas to Odzakov because Patikas scores more 
regularly. 

Arok changed his mind, though, and chose Odzakov 
to man the right flank. From there he played lobs, 
through balls, crosses and one-twos and also closed 
down conscientiously when Australia lost the ball. 


Robbie Dunn, making his Socceroo debut, was given 
the job of marking Udinese’s star striker, Andrea Ca- 
rnevale, That Carnevale still was Udinese’s best play- 
er, is no reflection on Dunn, who stuck to the task he 
was given and even scored a goal that was disallowed 
by referee Don Campbell over a foul on goalkeeper 
Brini. 

Asked why he had not used David Ratcliffe to mark 
Carnevale, given that Ratcliffe specialises in man- 
marking, Arok explained that he wanted to make 
Dunn’s introduction to the team as easy as possible by 
giving him a set task. “Ratcliffe has been with us a lot 
longer, he knows the way we operate, and he was ina 
better position to get involved in play,”” Arok said. 


Ratcliffe had little to do as a centre back with no- 
one to mark, but he did appear to inhibit the advance 
of Manuel Gerolin who, in earlier matches, had been 
so dangerous in breaking through from deep positions. 

Kosmina had his best match in perhaps 20, offering 
himself for everything up front, getting to the ball 
ahead of opponents, whereas he had been beaten so 
soundly by Vasco Da Gama and Spurs, and playing a 
decisive role in both of Australia’s goals. 

The way | saw it, Australia and Udinese each had 
nine good scoring chances, not counting the goals. 

But Udinese should have had at least one penalty, 
and the result may have been different had referee 
Don Campbell acted accordingly when Ken Murphy 
flattened Giorgio Papais from behind, inside the area, 
as the latter was lining up a shot, after having run 
onto a through ball from Carnevale, 

That was in the 19th minute. Only a minute later, 
with Australia’s defence in tatters, Carnevale ran into 
the box, slipped the ball a little too far ahead of him- 
self and went over the feet of Charlie Yankos. Camp- 
bell could have contrused that as a trip, but he didn’t. 


You know by now, of course, that Campbell was 
given a belt on the back of the head by an Udinese 
player at the end of the game. The Udinese players 
mobbed him angrily, believing Campbell had finished 
the game two minutes early. 


Australia’s first scoring chance was a close-range 
header by Kosmina, which was held by Brini in only 
the second minute of play. After those two penalty 
claims, Odzakov started a move which saw Crino lob- 
bing it into the middle where Kosmina touched on to 
Marshall Soper who shot wildly over the bar from 
close range. 

Udinese replaced forward Robertino with fellow 
Brazilian Marcelo at half time. On a pass from Paolo 
Miano in the 53rd minute, Marcelo played a wicked 
square ball across the face of Australia’s goal, beg- 
ging in vain for a team-mate to put it away.

Antonino Criscimanni came so close to replying 
seconds later, but Olver reaced well in saving the low 
shot. 


Udinese obviously missed its midfield general 
Massimo Mauro who was injured, but Carnevale tried 
everything he knew to make up for Mauro’s absence. 

He was headed goalwards in a promising move in 
the 62nd minute, prompting Dunn to resort to an old- 
fashioned shirt-front which stopped Carnevale with a 
thud.

behaviour that led to the 
carnage in Brussels two weeks 


ago 

For I believe that it was that 
most primitive of human emo- 
tions — that my tribe is better 
than your tribe and that there- 
fore my tribe will conquer 
your tribe — which ended the 
life of those 38 people. 

The more gentle, more ac- 
ceptable sporting synonym for 
tribalism is, of course, pa- 
rochialism — in other words a 
perfectly understandable bias 
for the team you follow, which 
is not only acceptable but an 
integral part of sport. 

For sport to exist there have 
to be teams and for teams to 
exist there has to be a collec- 
tive spirit which suggests 
team A is better than team B 
and therefore team A will beat 
team B. 

In addition, teams have to 
have supporters: collections of 
non-playing team members 
who share in the spirit, come 
what may, through hell and 
high water and with those 
whose support the team ‘‘will 
never walk alone”’. 

But while parochialism may 
be acceptable, or even neces- 
sary, it becomes obscene and 
dangerous once it grows 
beyond being light-hearted 
bias. 

In my view parochialism in 
sport crossed the dangef line 
long ago to a point where many 
supporters are motivated by 
the same primitive emotions 
as are those who murder each 
other daily in the name of their 
religions in the Middle East 

An example is the sectaria- 
gism that separates suppor- 
ters in The Old Firm — the riv- 


and for a dis- 
tressime example of how sport 
ss wsed to justify hooliganism 
2t both supporter and manage- 
ment levels. read a book titled 
‘The Old Firm — Sectaria- 
nism. Sport and Society in 
Scotland” (John Donald Pub- 
lishers, Edinburgh). 

In it the writer, Dr Bill 
Murray — a Scot and an aca- 
demic now at La Trobe Uni- 
versity with a sharp insight to 
soccer and its place in society 
— gives a graphic history of 
The Old Firm and how secta- 
rian bigotry, encouraged in the 
highest places, has led to the 
ritualistic violence seen at 
Celtic-Rangers derbies. 

Though the book is a lot 
more than mere explanation of 
Glasgow hooliganism, it does 
conclude that sectarianism, 
while it has been at the root of 
the financial success of the 
two clubs, has had its day and 
it is time it was excised from 
the life of Celtic and Rangers. 


Where the source of the bi- 
gotry at Celtic and Rangers 
can be historically identified, 
and perhaps even practical 
steps taken to encourage toler- 
ance within the two clubs, 
sadly not the same can be done 
with other footbail teams 
throughout the world. 

In most other teams, 
certainly club teams, the 
tribal hatred is simply founded 
on the ‘‘them and us" phobia, 
and where such hatred takes 
flight it is very difficult to 
stop. 

In England (and I use that 

as an example only because I 

spent much time living there)

Before, during~and after 
every international or Eu- 
ropean Cup match the news- 
papers and television screens 
gloat self-satisfyingly of so- 
called injustices and make 
feeble excuses for losing. 

They talk of how the foreign- 
ers “bought” the referee; of 
how brass bands played all 
night under hotel windows, 
robbing the English team of its 
sleep; of how the home opposi- 
tion provided a bal] that was 
out of shape. 

“And tell us. How was the

“What food? You call that 
food?"’ replied Emlyn Hughes 
to the roaring laughter of the

Those of us who watched the

What is that if not at least a 
subconscious incitement to 
hate?

I had to wait more than 30 
years to hear the real reason 
from the lips of Ferenc Pus- 
kas: “They were better on the 
day’’. 

Many of us were quick to 
defend soccer in the wake of 
the Brussels atrocities, say- 
ing, rightly, that soccer as a 
game is no different to others, 
and is not, perse, responsible 
for inciting violence. 

But it is also true that 
soccer exists in an environ- 
ment where bigotry, jingoism 
and xenophobia are allowed to 
fester and it’s little wonder 
soccer is used as justification 
for violence and even murder. 

With parochialism allowed 
to get out of hand, sport simply 
legitimises hatred.

Police must share 


It’s terribly hard to comment on the 
dreadful events of Brussels; it is even harder 
to let the occcasion pass without delving into 
some aspects of the tragedy and its after- 


math. 

It may take quite some time 
before emotions coo! down suf- 
ficiently to examine the cir- 
cumstances which led to soc- 
cer’s most horrid holocaust. So 
far, every eye witness, every 
commentator and every ordi- 
nary soul has approached the 
question with more passion 
than cool logic. 

Understandably one cannot 
get over the fact that 39 in- 
nocent people were killed be- 
cause of the beastly, anti- 
social, almost primordially 
barbaric behaviour of some 
Liverpool fans, 

Not since the menacing 
hordes of the Tartars and the 
Huns has Europe seen any- 
thing like these travelling Eng- 
lish ‘‘supporters’’ who, in 
recent years, turned several 
Continental cities upside down 
and inside out. 

1 happened to see one of 
their displays when, in 1975, 
Leeds United’s marauding 
army tried to demolish the 
lovely Parc des Princes sta- 
dium in Paris and, in the pro- 
cess, caused destruction on the 
streets leading to the stadium. 

Of course, there were many 
more incidents after that. The 
Brussels tragedy was entirely 
predictable. 

* * 

But not, say, 20 years ago. 
Then the English were, as we 
so often heard from our 
fathers on the Continent, 
gentlemen. England was re- 


final. 


garded as the epicentre of civ- 
ilised society; English behav- 
ior was something every 
decent German, Albanian, 
Iraqi and halfcaste Peruvian 
mulatto was aspiring to imita- 
te. 

There was, for one, the 
famed English sangfroid, the 
ability to suppress surprise 
and emotion, a pathological 
fear of public demonstrations. 

This was characterised not 
only of the upper and middie 
classes but all of them. 

I was in the midst of them 
for about a month during the 
1966 World Cup, travelling up 
and down the country: London, 
Sheffield, Liverpool, Manches- 
ter, Birmingham and back 
again. 

I saw most of England’s 
matches and many others; 
never a hint of trouble from 
the crowd before, during of 
after the matches. 

Those days English maga- 
zines used to print hair-raising 
reports from South America 
where — wait — they had to 
erect fences and dig water 
moats to keep the fans off the 
pitch. 

British reporters used to 
test the credulity of their 
readers with stories about 
those mad Latin Americans 
actually carrying knives and 
guns to the matches and in- 
flicting serious injury on each 
other, the playrs, referees, 
anybody.

Aghast, the British readers 
would find it hard to believe all 
this; how could people take 
soccer so seriously?

All this less than 20 years 
ago. Since then Britain, espe- 
cially England, has managed 
to spawn a type of youth 
which, as Oscar Wilde would 
say, knows the price of every- 
thing and the value of nothing. 

They have lost their empire 
their living standard, their 
pure-white society, their seif- 
esteem and often their family 
cohesion; they have become 
the alienated, dehumanised, 
unemployable proleterait of 


the Common Market, the 
Casbah of Europe. 
Having ‘escaped’ the 


ravages of war — bad luck, 
really — the slums of Liver- 
pool, Manchester and other 
cities have produced a type of 
deprived and depraved youth, 
sent half deaf by their own 
tribal ‘music’ which neither 
Dickens nor Karl Marx could 
visualise.

Glasgow (Ha, Ha), two hooli- 
gans masquerading as Celtic 
supporters invaded the pitch at 
Old Trafford and assaulted the 
Rapid goalie.

banned. . . wouldn't that cause 
some wounded feelings in the 
valleys, boyo? And since South 
Wales is not a million miles 
from Mersyside, wouldn't it 
just serve UEFA right if gal- 
lant Newport County, Say, 
found itself playing an away 
tie with, say, Anderlecht in 
that infamous Heysen Stadium 
and to its utter embarrass- 
ment having picked up an 
extra 2000-odd fervent suppor- 
ters with Scouse accents 

How foolish to think that you 
can ban Brits from the Conti- 
nent in these open-border 
Common Market days 

Furthermore, while UEFA 
was in a banning mood, why 
didn’t it consider banning Bel- 
gium from hosting any more 
such games until it had demon- 
strated that it is capable of 
maintaining order? And just 
for good measure, why didn't 
it pass a motion of censure 
against itself for allowing the 
game to be played in a stadium 
plainly and utterly in- 


It hasn't bothered, either, to 
explain why tickets were on 
sale indiscriminately outside 
the ground to all and sundry, 
whether they were wearing 
red or black and white. 

Why was no attempt made 
to segregate the fans as is done 
even at Second Division level 
in Britain. 

Liverpool chairman John 
Smith was accused of attemp- 
ting to fob off the blame when 
he said that what happened in 
Brussels couldn't happen in 
Britain, but he was right. 

“We have had long ex- 
perience in these matters,”’ he 
says, “‘and no way would we 
ever allow the two sets of fans 
to get near other, let alone 
start fighting. There would be 
a ‘no-go’ area separating the 
two, and it would be filled with 
police, 400 or 500, not just 40, 
like there were in Brussels”’. 

If you think he is putting the 
problem in too favorable a 
Liga, ee consider this, On 
May 18, Manchester United, 
the best supported club in the 
world, beat Liverpool club 
Everton — which is not ex- 
actly friendless when it comes 
to support — in the FA Cup 
final at Wembley before 100,- 
000 frenzied spectators in an 
atmosphere charged with 
emotion, and in a game that in- 
cluded a controversial send- 
off. Yet there was no evidence, 
no trouble, no deaths. 

Two months before that, ina 


slightly less important event, 
the Milk Cup final also was 
played at Wembley between 
Norwich City and Sutherland, 
and a feature of that game was 
the way in which the suppor- 
ters of both sides mingled, but 
again, there was no trouble. 
Now what baffles me is this. 
If soccer hooliganism is the 
English disease, despite what 
has happened at different 
times in Peru, Mexico, China, 
and even in so-orderly Europe, 
at Munich, Kaiserslauten and 
even The Hague, how is it that 
there was no trouble at Wem-

Now, of course, Europe is 
rolling up its sleeves for ret- 
ribution: at long last, the 
“arrogant English” will be 
lectured, admonished and pun- 
ished at will. 

No matter what penalties 
are imposed on the English 
clubs, the Brussels tragedy 
cannot be undone; the 39 dead 
will remain dead. Turin, the 
city which lost a whole team at 
the Superga mountain air 
crash in 1949, is in mourning 
again 
But will a tong exclusion of 
English clubs from Europe 
and the world change the ways 
of this alienated Enlish youth? 
1 odubt it. For the time being, 
anyway, they will lavish their 
“attention” on home League 
matches. If they can’t kick 
heads in Brussels they'll do it 
at Brighton, Bristol and Bir- 


mingham. 
Meanwhile, the terrible 
danger is that England's 


national sport will, somewhat 
inocently, begin to wither 


away. 

rhe banning of English 
clubs from Europe will be felt 
right down to the Fourth Divi- 
sion. Within a couple of years 
hundreds of players will be 
sacked, playign standards, 
lowered atendances cut — and 
the game, as such, facing a 
crisis.

Is that all fair to the English 
clubs, players, managers, 


trainers and 99 percent of their 
decent fans? Are they to pay a 
most terribly high price, for 
years, for the animal-like be- 
haviour of a few hundred 
cretins at Brussels and el- 
sewhere? 

And what if that damned 
wall hadn't toppled over? 
Would there have been any 
deaths at all? Did those crazy 
Liverpool! fans really go out to 
kill — or was it just a dreadful 
result of an accident, precipi- 
tated by their mad, criminal 
surge into Italian territory? 

Nobody can answer these 
questions and, right now, with 
all our sympathies going to the 
victims and their families, 
perhaps nobody should. 

But FIFA and UEFA should 
not have made rash decisions 
wihtout giving the English FA 
a chance to put their house in 
order, possibly together with 
the government and police. 

That's what fair play would 
demand — and that’s what 
commonsense would dictate. 

A huge amount of hypocrisy 
also helps authorities evade 
some pertinent issues, without 
which there would have been 
no tragedy at Brussels. 

Everybody knows that drink 
is a problem with hooligans — 
yet ground officials will let 
drunk yahoos in, so long as 
they pay. The almighty dollar 
— or sterling, 

Everybody also knows in 
Britain that the soccer hooli- 
gans wreck trains. And yet, 
either to gain revenue or to 
gain political favor with some 
depressed (and depressing) 
constituents, British Rail 
keeps running these football 
specials. 

No drink at the grounds, no 
drunks admitted, no football 
specials — enforce these three 
rules and you at once, cut 
down or even eliminate major 
factors in mob violence 

But no .. . that blessed reve- 
nue so desperately sought by 
clubs, associations, transport 
organisations, travel agencies 
and others takes precedence 
over everything else. 

It is possible to keep football 
hordes from Britain out of the 
Continent, after all, they 
arrive in a phalanx and look 
pretty conspicuous. Surely any 
French, Dutch or Belgian offi- 
cials can spot them — and turn 
them back as ‘unwanted’. 
Better still. make it known in 
advance that they won't be ad- 
mitted travelling in groups. 

Unfair? Undemocratic? 
Perhaps. But better than 39 
dead spectators. 

And a Jot better than ban- 
ning 92 professional teams "‘in- 
definitely"’ when not one has 
been accused of inciting a dis- 
turbance, let alone a deadly 
riot 


Clearly, the problem is not 
with the Liverpools or even 
Chetseas of this world but with 
their supporters. SOME of 
their supporters. 

That’s the problem that has 
to be solved — and I cannot 
agree that the solution is to 
chuck out the clubs. Other 
measures should have been 
tried first rather than talk, 
endlessly, about ‘the British

That’s some recommendation in the light of Odza- 
kov's recent displays with Sydney Croatia and the Soc- 
ceroes 


“To be honest, it’s doubtful that we'll sign Micevski 
but if we do, he’ll be better than Odzakov. We'll still 
try hard to get Micevski and if we succeed it will be a 
real achievement for us,” said Branov. 

When Odzakov joined Sydney Croatia earlier this 
year for $21,000 he left a midfield gap at Makedonia 
that some observers feel never has been adequately 
filled. Sean Lane, for mine the best striker in this 
year’s Buffalo Gold Cup series, was switched into 
midfield by coach Murray, who refutes suggestions 
that the move has backfired. 

“I've got no regrets about playing Sean in midfield. 
Our two central strikers have scored 11 goals in the 
league between them and Sean always puts in for me 
in midfield,” said Murray. 

“However, I take your point that that’s an area we 
must tighten up in,” 

We may hear more in coming weeks about how 
Makedonia will tighten up that area, either through 
positiona) changes or the inclusion of a new face. 

How different it could have been had Makedonia 
succeeded in signing either Paul Wade, Gary McDo- 
well or Jim MacLean. They all were on the club’s 
shopping list at the start of the season. All joined 
other clubs. And Makedonia missed the boat with 
Mike Petersen who switched from Heidelberg to

Makedonia stalwart George McMillan believes that 
the gap created by Odzakoy’s departure hasn’t been 
properly filled. 

“I think we're sadly missing someone like Zarko for 
sure.

I remember 
Yakka Banovic (of Brunswick Juventus) saying at the 
Start of the year that the thing you worry about first is 
stopping the goals going in.

Club manager Frank Burin 
claimed that both Parton and 
Cumming had missed some 
training sessions this year and 
that some of the things going 
on during play were done with- 
out Kapetanovic’s instruction 

“Both Tommy and Shaun 
had the wrong attitude as far 
as the club was concerned, 
said Burin. 

“Certain decisions were 
being made on the field which 
had nothing to do with Kape 
tanovic’s instructions and we 
(the club) were unhappy with 
that.”* 

Burin said that all the 
players were warned soon 


that they'd have to toe the line ~ 


or else. 

“As soon as Dom arrived, 
we told the players that we 
were not going to change the 
coach again this year and 
those who didn’t like it, could 
find another club there and 
then.”

Colin McAdam though was to participate in the first Premier 
Division campaign, Motherwell obtaining his services for a $60.- 
000 transfer fee. 

For a period, Motherwell challenged the stranglehold Rangers 
and Celtic then had upon Scottish football, without ever being “in 
at the death” 

Undoubtably, McAdam’s reputation was enhanced consid- 
erably at Fir Park, but he may have suffered through his versa- 
tility 

Known primarily for being a utility player, he was looked upon 
as the ideal substitute and often failed to make the starting line-up 
as a consequence : 

A $100,000 transfer to Partick Thistle early in 1978 ensured a 
full 90 minutes football most Saturday afternoons and this s- 
creased activity enabled McAdam to become 2 prominent figure 
in the Premier Division 

Although wearing the number five jersey for most of the 1973-80 
season. he finished as Thistle’s leading scorer with 17 goals 

Some of Scotland's majer outfits now were showing an interest 
= bim and when his contract ended in 1960, he was eager for 
caresr advancement 

Partick Thistle sought $800,000 for McAdam, but a Scottish 
Leagee tribunal decreed that $320,000 was a more appropriated 
figure, which enabled Glasgow Rangers to complete the transfer. 


Be immediately was drafted mto the Rangers attack and ended 
tec first term im a royal blue jersey as leading scorer with 23
